CAR SHORTAGE GENERAL 


federal Fuel D stributor P. R. Wad- 
lelji has issued a general survey of 
the -transportation^ distribution and 
labor conditions in the 
principal 


bituminous coa! fields as ot April 1. 
Ol th» PtUaburg district the follow- 
ing Is said: 
"The stress of tne winter demand is 


now over and tho shipments ot -"Lake 
coal have not yet .begun. The winter 
is the second belt season and late 
spring and guznm'or.is the best season 
due to the X*ake movement so tho de- 
mand In tats-.district as 
compared 


with the supply is not as good as It 
was »lew weeks jgo nor aa it -will-be 
as soon as the LiJke season opens. 


"Car supply hiis been way below 


normal, due not sa much to car short- 
age as to the slotr movement of cars. 
This varies so much with the different 
railroads that It is almost impossible 
to give a general average as to the 
car supply. 


"A contract has been signed with 


the United Mln» 'Workera of America, 
District No. 5, continuing the present 
scale ot wages until March 31, 1924, 
and there is no reason to anticipate 
any labor trouble before that date. 
It is true that ttwre is a. shortage of 
labor at some mines but the probable 
cause of this- is that the miners are 
going from the mines which have 
short running tima, due to car supply 
conditions, to the mines having full 
rnxrning time on account of having 
assigned or priva» cars. 
At the 


present time therf is no reason why, 
with the labor supply existing, the 
demand for coal Irom this 
district 


cannot be supplieJ." 


Concerning the Central 
Pennsyl- 


vania field, the survey says: 
' 


~ "There have DC en some contracts 
signed but not nearly the volume that 
would be expected at this time. There 
baa been a dlstln.t reticence on the* 
part ol the^consumer to close his 
contract, no doub; expecting 
lower 


prices. Likewise, with the declining 
price and the ver' general improve- 
ment In business conditions, the oper- 
ator has been alo-.v to close up at 
present~prices. It is not likely that 
prices will go any lower in this field, 
and if they go in any direction, it is 
believer that they will go higher. 


"This district is loading from IS to 


19 thousand cars per week and can 
easily load 24,000 oars per week- The 
transportation situation in this dis- 
trict on the Pennsylvania lines is 
bad as the average supply to the com- 
mercial mines, those which do not 
hare assigned cars was about 16 per 
cent of the rated capacity during the 
month of March. 


"Market conditioi'S in Central Penn- 


sylvania are very soft, prices ranging 
from ?2.00 to 5350 and'?3.75. There 
,has been a steady decline in prices 
since the first of this year; some ot 
these prices are lei 3 than the cost of 
production, 


"On the matter <>f labor, an agree- 


ment Is signed to April 1, 1924, with 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
of District No. 2, vhich covers about 
45,000 men ot the 50,000 in the Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania district. There is 
a general feeling expressed by many 
of the operators of .t shortage of labor 
caused by the transportation condi- 
tions affecting the nines oil the Penn- 
sylvania lines and tne opportunities 
for steady work ill other lines of 
employment, with the natural result 
expected that many men will leave 
the mining Industry. This promises 
to become serious in this field if 
there !« a, demand 'or coal this sum- 
mer."At the present time there is little 
or no demand for bituminous coal, es- 
pecially the poorer grades, in the 
Somerset district.

PARHELIA, India, April 18.—An 


Inquiry into the recent coal 
mine 


disaster here bas brought forth de- 
scriptions of harrowing scenes and 
stories of steadfast couraBe, amonnt- 
!n# on occasions to heroism. 
The 


disaster, which was the moat serious 
in the history of coal mining In India, 
occnrred at about 7 o'clock In 
the 


morning and was said to have been 
caused by an explosion of coal duat. 
Of the 89 workers ^ho descended into 
the mine, 74i wero killed. The victims 
were all Indians, and Included 22 
women. 


Indian minera who gave evidence 


were vague aa to details. All remem- 
bered hearing one or two explosions 
and seeing ftro and smoke, but for the 


J moat part they spoke of having sud- 
! denly been struct senseless and of 
[ having; subsequently recovered aufb- 
' dent strength to crawl in the pitch-* 
black darkness to the bottom of the 
1,500-foot shaft, the deepest in India. 


The work of rescue wae carried on
